The CR EED of Pope P:us IV. &:. 
H E words, Repreſenting and Miſrepreſenting, have 
of late made a great noiſe among us ; fome Gen- 
tlemen of the Roman Communion having made it 

their buſineſs to perſuade the World, that we of 


the Church of Exg/and have entertained a very ſtrange and 
falſe 1dea of their Religion, and according to our own No- 
tions of it, repreſented it as theirs, which they tell us 1s 
downright Miſrepreſenting. It is not my delign to engage 
in this Controverlie, it hath been ſufftciently done by 0- 
ther hands, and ſo ſufficiently, that the Anſwerer in his 
Anſwer to the Amicable Accommodation, | think had good 
reaſon to ſay, that the matter was drove as far as it would 
bear, Nor 1s 1t my intent to juſtify every thing, which, 
in heat of diſcourſe or diſputation, hath Leen cliarged up- 
on that Church by ſome of our own men; for though per- 
haps they have ſaid no more than what they have warrant 
for from ſome eminent Schoolmen or Caſuiſts of that 
Church, yet I do not think it reaſonable that the particu- 
lar opinions of private men, though never ſo eminent in their 
way, ſhould be cnarged upon the whole Society of which 
they are Members, unleſs they have been owned by ſome 
publick and authenrick act ot that Society. Being unwil- 
ling therctore to run my felt upon that Rock, I have ſtcered 
another Courſe, and have made choice of one of the moſt 
folemn, publick and authentick Aas of their Church. 
Viz. The Bull of Pope Pzus IV. printed with the Acts of 
the Council of 7rext, and ſhall charge nothing upon them 
Lut what is-owned and contained therein. 'Tihis Ball was 
dared at Rome in the year of our Lord 1564. imthe Ides of 
November, and the Fifth year of his Poatificat. In this 
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Bull a Form of Faith is drawn up, extraed out of the 
Council of 7rent, which every one who enters into Holy 
Orders is bound by Oath not onely to believe, but to 
maintain and defend, and teach the peoWe under their 
charge, and that under pain of the diſpleaſure of Almighty 
God, and of his holy Apoſtles Peter and Paul. And if 
we may not take this for the Standard of their Faith and 
Religion, I muſt confeſs I do not know where to find ir. 
But I do not know that this ever was, nor do I think it 
will now be diſowned by them, and therefore from hence 
you may take a proſpect of their Religion, and fee what 
it is that will be required of thoſe who joyn in communi- 


On with them. 


The CREED: 


Art. I. I believe in one God the Father Almighty, maker 
of Heaven and Earth, and of all things vifible and invi- 
ib/e.

Thus far his Holineſs thought fit to hold a good corre- 
ondence with Prunitive Chriltianity, and thus far we can 
keep pace with him; All theſe Articles we willingly re- 
ceive, and firmly believe, becauſe we have good warrant 
from the holy Scriptures ſo ro do. But if rhe Church of 
Rome, or an\ other Church ſhall preſume to decree any 
thing aga.n{t ihe written Word of God, or belides the ſame, 
and impole it as a new Article of Faith neceſſary ro be be- 
lieved 1n order to our Salvation, we mull beg their pardon, 
if we cannot ſo readily comply with them. For as we bc- 
lieve that Jeſus Chriſt is the Authour, ſo we believe he 1s 
the Finiſher of our Faith. And as he pertetly knew the 
whole mind and will of his Father, ſo did he caretully com- 
municate the ſame to his Apoſtles and Diſcipies: For, faith 
he, AY things that I have heard of my Father, have 1 made 
known to you. John 15.15. And as we believe that the 
Apoſtles were inſtructed and commillionated by him to 
preach that Faith which they received from him; ſo we 
have no reaſon to doubt but that they did faithfully rranſ- 
mit the ſame to their Succeſlors, the Primitive Fathers of 
the Chriilian Church; nor need we to queſtion but that 
the ſame Faith hath been carefully conveyed to us, both as 
it lies diſperſed in the holy Scriptures, and as it is ſumm'd 
up in thoſe three ancient Creeds, viz. the Nicene, the A- 
thanaſian, and that commonly called the Apoſtles Creed. 
Whatſoever therefore we do not find in theſe Creeds, nor 
contained in holy Scriptures, nor can be proved thereby, we 
dare not receive it as an Article of Faith, nor can we think 
it neceſſary to. Salvation. And here we- are left behind, 
not being able any farther to keep pace with the Church of 
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Rome ; but we may comfort our ſelves in this, that we are 
left in good company, having Jeſus Chriſt, and his Apoſlles, 


and the Primitive Fathers with us. 


Here therefore let us 


take up our fland, and from tence take a view of Popery 


in the following Articies.

If you 
can bÞeiieve that the Church 
of Jeruſalem, and all other 
Churches 1n all parts of the 
world received their Religi- 
on from. Her, why ſhould 


ſus Chriſt. you not believe that ſhe is 
the Mother of all other 
Churches > If you can believe that any one Church in the 
world hath a Sovereign Power and Authority over all other 
Churches; why ſhould you not believe the Church of Rome 
hath, and conſequently is Miſtreſs of all other Churches? 
[t. you can believe that among equals there is any Superio- 
rity, why thould you not believe that St. Ferer was Prince 
of the Apoſiles? and conſequently that the Biſhop of Rome, 
as his Succeſlor, is Biſhop of Biſhops, and Prince of all Pa- 
ſtors? If you can believe that Jeſus Chriſt did conſlitute 
and ordain any particular Perſon upon Earth to be his Vi- 
car-general in his abſence; why ſhould you not belicve 
that the Biſhop of Rome, for the time being, is the Man ? 
But 1t you can believe none of theſe things, I cannot help it.

you ran believe that: a(l 
and every thing, which at a-- 
ny time hath been delive- 
red, defined, and declared , 
by any General Council, c- 
ſpecially by that of T7rext, 
doth exactly agree with the 
Canon of holy Scripture. 
Or, if you can belicve that 
all and every thing, which 
at any time hath ben con-- 
demned, rejected, and Ana- 
thematized by ſuch Councils, 
is really Hereſie, and juſtly 


condemned by them. Then 
why may you not believe as the Church of Rome doth, 
. and receive this as an Article of Faith? But if you cannot 
believe theſe things, who can: help it. 


Thus have 1 given you a Proſpect of Popery. without a-- 
ny miſrepreſentation or Prevarication, from'a very Au-- 
thentick Record ; viz. The Creed of Pope Fius IV. which 
1s received,  profetied, and ſworn to by every one who en- 
ters into Holy Orders in that. Church; and in the cloſe 
thereof we are told, that the Faith contained therein is ſo 
abſolutely and indiſpenſibly neceſſary, that no man can be 
fave] without it. The Creed it ſelf, you ſee, contains Twen-- 
ty four Articles. 'The Twelve firſt of which, we firmly be- 
lieve and readily embrace, being well aſſured that they 
contain nothing in them but Primitive Chriſtianity, and 
that they are well warranted by the Word of God. The 
Twelve latter we reject as Innovations and Additions to the 
Catholick Faith, that Faith which was once delivered to 
the Saints, and which hath been delivered down to us in 
the holy Scriptures, and the Three Ancient Creeds. In 
theſe you have the main Body of Popery, as it ſtands di- 
ſtinguiſhed- from Primitive Chriſtianity; the Novelty and -
